The steamship 'Admella' of 500 tons, was built in Glasgow in 1857. Taking 
her name from the first syllables of ADelaide, M ELbourneand LAunceston, 
she commenced service between Adelaide and M elbourne in August 1858. 


TheAdmella, with a ship's company of twenty eight, eighty one passengers, 
seven horses and general cargo, left Adelaide for M elbourne on Friday 5th 
August 1859. With a further three passengers and a fireman taken on at 
Semaphore, the complement now totalled one hundred and thirteen which 
included nineteen women and fifteen children. 


Despite a heavy swell and fog experienced off Kangaroo Island, it was 
expected that the ship would be off CapeN orthumberland before daylight the 
following day. The Captain believed the ship to be many miles off shore, but 
shortly before5 a.m. on Saturday 5th August she struck a submerged reef with 
the swell lifting her firmly onto the rocks. Orders were given to prepare the 
lifeboats, but within fifteen minutes the ships had broken into three sections 
Sweeping a number of passengers and all the horses into the sea. 


Almost all the women and children were on the bow section with a number 
of other passengers clinging to the aft section. Distress rockets were fired, 
but to no avail. Daylight revealed a deserted coastline and a ship passing in 
thedistance. Despite signals, this ship, ‘Admella's sister ship 'H avilah', sailed 
on without seeing them. During the day a number of unsuccessful attempts 
were made to reach the shore just over a kilometre away but with tragic 
results. With no water and practically no food the survivors spent a hard 
night cold and continually drenched with spray. The sound of another ship, 
‘SS Bombay’ passing close by without sighting them added to their misery. 
N ext morning a number of passengers managed to cross by arope from the 
fore to the aft section. Fifteen men made it across, although three men and 
two children were lost. No women made the attempt, remaining with their 
children and a few of the men. Within a few hours the bow section broke 
up and they were all lost. Eventually a raft manned by seamen managed to 
reach shore after a three hour battle in the rough seas. After regaining their 
strength, an all night journey through the scrub enabled them to reach the 
CapeN orthumberland lighthouse and inform the head keeper of the disaster. 
The nearest post office was at M ount Gambier and contact was made with 
reports of the wreck being telegraphed to Adelaide and M elbourne. The 
nearest lifeboat was at Portland over three hundred kilometres away, but 
arrangements were made to transport a small boat from the lighthouse 
overland to the scene of the wreck. A salvaged boat from 'Admella'’ had 
also been repaired although rough seas prevented any rescue attempts being 
made. The pounding seas had by now forced the survivors to climb into the 
remaining rigging or cling to the side of the hull. Two fishermen from Robe 
and the 'SS Corio' from Adelaide had managed to reach the stricken vessel 
but were forced to lay off due to the sea state. 


Early on Thursday 11th August 'Corio' launched her pilot boat and although 
the seven men crew battled for almost an hour they were forced to return 
to the beach. The fifty or so remaining survivors on 'Admella' made an 
unsuccessful attempt to build and launch another raft. They also saw similar 
attempts from the beach fail. 'SS Corio' was forced to depart owing to lack 
of coal. Assheleft, 'SS Ladybird' appeared towing the Portland lifeboat and 
a whaler, whilst 'SS Ant' arrived from Robe. At 9 a.m. the following day, the 
lifeboat pulled for the wreck. Several attampts to attach light lines by rockets 
failed and as the lifeboat lost six oars and her rudder destroyed as huge seas 
Swept over them the crew returned exhausted to the 'Ladybird'. Another 
attempt was prepared but abandoned due to the weather. The following 
morning the ocean had subsided somewhat and the calmer seas allowed the 
lifeboat to approach and securea lineto the wreck. Thesurvivors managed to 
reach the lifeboat and transferred to 'Corio's pilot boats. Although capsizing 
in the surf, all made it ashore. The 'Admella' lifeboat rescued another man 
who, however, was lost when it also capsized in the surf. M eanwhile the 
Portland lifeboat now managed to secure to the 'Admella’ and a further 
eighteen men and one woman were rescued. Thus a mere twenty four from 
the original one hundred and thirteen managed to survive. 


Therescue attempt had attracted fever pitch interest throughout the colonies 
and extra editions of newspapers reporting the rescue quickly sold out. R elief 
surged throughout the country when the survivors were safe. The seamen 
involved in the rescue were feted and treated as heroes. Relief funds were 
also established and special medals struck in commemoration. M any of 
the men who assisted at the rescue also received the Board of Trade bronze 
medal for ‘Gallantry in Saving Life at Sea’.

John Van Agnew Brucewas born in Edinburgh, Scotland in 1822 and arrived 
in Victoria in April 1854. Having gained early railroading experience in 
Scotland he tendered for road construction contracts in Victoria, including 
the main road from M elbourne to M ount Alexander and the railway from 
M elbourne to Bendigo. He died in Essendon in April 1863 aged 41. 


J ames Stewart Butters was born in Blair Gowrie, Perthshire, Scotland in 1832. 
H is early employment was in a drygoods store. H earrived in Victoriain 1853, 
working in stores in M elbourneand Warrnambool. In 1856 Butters became 
a stock and share broker and gold buyer in partnership with W.G.Baillieand 
was among the first to introduce joint stock mining in Victoria. Butters had 
an involvment in the establishment of a stock exchange in 1860. Hewasa 
M elbourne City Councillor for the Lonsdale Ward becoming M ayor in 1867. 
TheAlfred H ospital, Princes Bridge and Albert Park Lake all owea debt to 
Butters, the foundation stone at M elbourne Town Hall bears his name. In 
1868 Butters entered the Legislative Assembly as member for Portland but 
he left parliament to sail to Fiji in July 1870 where he was trustee of the 
Polynesia Co. On his return to M elbourne he opened the Victoria Club in 
1876 and engaged in developing pastoral and mineral resourcesin N orthern 
Australia. Butters was a leading M ason, a Vice President of the Caledonian 
Society and laid the foundation stone of the Welsh Church in Lonsdale Street. 
H e died in Sandringham in September 1912.

John Vans Agnew Bruce (1822-1863) was born in Edinburgh and arrived in 
Victoriain 1854 where he tendered for road construction contracts. In 1857 
a group of Gisborne residents petitioned him to stand for the Legislative 
Assembly seat of West Bourke but he was far too busy to enter politics. 
With W.C.Cornish he successfully contracted for the first 13 sections of the 
M elbourne-M urray River railway. The job was plagued with strikes (Bruce 
being a tough employer) so heimported 400 German masons to compete with 
local labour. In 1859 a select committee proved that Bruce was using inferior 
materials in an effort to maximise his profit out of the colonial government. 
Thecommittee recommended that a closer watch be put on Bruce. H e helped 
finance the Burke and Wills expedition and promoted Burke as the leader. 
Despite his merciless handling of labour he was to some degree philanthropic 
acting in 1863 as Chairman of the Irish Relief Committee. On completion 
of the railway contract he returned to M elbourne but died after an attack 
of apoplexy on 5 April 1863 aged 41.

George Gordon Byron, 6th Baron Byron, later George Gordon N oel Byron 
(1788-1824). Byron wasan English poet and a leading figurein the romantic 
movement of his time. He was handsome, athletic, a competent boxer, 
horseman and excellent swimmer. H e was and is widely read and influential 
in the English speaking world and beyond. Famous not only for his writings 
but for his life which featured extravagent living, numerous love affairs 
including rumours of a scandalous incestuous liaison with his half-sister 
and self imposed exile. 


When Byron's mother-in-law, Judith Noel, died in 1822 her will required 
that he change his surname to N oel in order to inherit half her estate and so 
he obtained a Royal Warrant to do so. This Royal Warrant also allowed him 
to suscribe the said surname of N oel before all titles of honour’ and from 
that point he signed himself as Noel Byron. There was some speculation 
that he did this so that his initials were N B thus mimicing those of his hero 
N apoleon Bonaparte. 


It is significant that in the part letter offered here, Byron mentions that 
‘though not yet decided that circumstances may conduct me once more to 
Greece’ because within six weeks he left Genoa for Greece to support it in 
its efforts to gain independence from the O ttoman Empire. While in Greece 
Byron fell ill on 24 February 1824 and despite a partial recovery in early 
April he became ill again and it is thought that as a result of poor medical 
treatment he finally died on 19 April 1824 in M issolonghi. 


Since Byron only started signing his name as N oel Byron sometime in 1822 
then this style of signature was only used for a relatively short period of 
about two years and hence must be considered extremely scarce.

N otes issued by the New South Wales Police Fund are well known (see 
W.J.M ira, The N otelssues of the Colonial Police Fund of N ew South Wales 
1810-1824, 1979 [1990]), but issues from Van Diemen's Land are only noted 
by Mira (Coinage and Currency in N ew South Wales 1788-1829 etc.), on 
p.58, but these had never previously been described and illustrated. 


Edward Foord Bromley (1777-1836) was a naval surgeon who arrived in 
Australia as surgeon-superintendent in M arch 1816. In November 1818 the 
secretary of state appointed him N aval Officer at Hobart Town. He went 
back to England and returned to H obart in February 1820 and took up the 
position of treasurer of the Police Fund at a salary of £60. Healso became 
a magistrate and a foundation shareholder in the Bank of Van Diemen's 
Land. H owever heis remembered chiefly for a spectacular misappropriation 
of colonial funds which was discovered in 1824. 


Although Lieut-Governor Sorell approved his administration and his many 
friends supported him after his suspension, the evidence of the inquiry 
revealed incredible laxness and inefficiency. The degree of his personal guilt 
was never established and it seems likely that his convict clerk, Bartholomew 
Broughton, participated in the embezzlement. A varied career followed and 
he died in the M arine infirmary at Woolwich in England on 29 June 1836. 


Only two specimens of the Van Diemen's Land Police Fund notes are known 
to exist in private hands and these examples probably form part of his 
misappropriation of treasury funds.

Australia's First C olonial Banknote 
Issued on O pening Day 8 April 1817 
T he Only One Known to Exist

The unassuming appearance of this note belies its vast significance. Brought to light in recent years from a private Scottish collection, it was issued the day 
the Bank of N ew South Wales opened in 1817 and is Australia's oldest known banknote. The story behind the note follows the establishment of Australia's 
first bank and regulated currency issue. 


Lieutenant-C olonel Lachlan M acquarie, upon arrival in Sydney at the end of 1809, was confronted with a colony in crisis. Those who arrived with the First 
Fleet in 1788, with only two years' provisions and without knowledge of Australian agricultural conditions, had nearly starved. Compounding the problem 
of basic survival was the lack of a stable local monetary system. A provisional local currency had evolved including promissory notes that were easily forged 
and often dishonoured, a mixture of overseas coins brought to the colony by visiting ships, and anything that could be used for barter, especially rum. As the 
new governor, M acquarie was given extensive powers to reshape the colony, but despite this, his first request to London to establish a bank was rejected. 


In 1812, to alleviate the shortage of currency, he imported £10,000 in Spanish coins from India and in 1813 manufactured and issued the famed holey dollars 
and dumps. These efforts did little to improve the situation. The import was insufficient to meet the needs of the colony and the other prevalent practices 
continued, so efforts to establish a bank were renewed. 


In 1816, M acquarie revived the plan, this time pushing ahead without approval from London. Upmost in his mind were the needs of the colony for a stable 
and secure currency to facilitate commerce and trade. At a meeting in the J] udge Advocate's chambers, with 13 selected citizens, it was agreed that a bank 
would be established. On 22 M arch 1817, the charter for the first bank in Australia signed by Governor M acquarie, was delivered to the bank's President, 
prompting the Sydney Gazette, voicing the support of the community, to hail the move as a ‘great colonial undertaking’. 


Thirty-nine respondents offered to invest a total £5,000 of the £20,000 allotment after an invitation to subscribe was published in the Sydney Gazette on 5 
December 1816. With the capital groundwork laid, prospective subscribers then approved a committee of fifteen to draft a corporate constitution of the bank, 
which was completed on 29 January 1817 and submitted to a General M eeting on 7 February. Forty-nine of fifty regulations were unanimously adopted and 
the remaining rule was amended. One particular rule stipulated the notes to be issued; two shillings & sixpence, five shillings, ten shillings, one pound and 
five pounds, signed by two directors and the cashier, and countersigned by the principal bookkeeper. The seven elected directors were D'Arcy Wentworth, 
John Harris, Robert Jenkins, Thomas Wylde, Alexander Riley, William Redfern and John Thomas Campbell (President and Chairman). The first meeting of 
directors took place on 12 February where, among other things, it was decided to appoint an engraver. 


Samuel Clayton, the colony's first engraver, was appointed to produce plates for the new banknotes. As a measure against forgery and until banknote paper 
arrived from England in 1820, the back of each note was to be inscribed with a legend by a letterpress unique to the colony. The legend on the note being 
offered here is previously unrecorded and reads 'W hen we cease to render strict and impartial J ustice in the Administration of the Affairs of the Bank, as it 
regards the Public on the one hand, and the Proprietors on the other, be our N ames and Characters branded with perpetual Infamy.’ This security measure 
had been established earlier in 1815 when the Sydney Gazette also printed the N SW Colonial Police Fund notes, of which only unissued forms now exist. The 
verse on these was, however, in Latin from Cicero. The left margin device used on the Police Fund notes is virtually identical with this note, showing wavy 
lines interspersed with stars, the guiding light to the colony. The border device on the back is also indentical with that on the Police Fund notes.

The final major decision regarded the place of business. A committee of 
three directors, including J enkins, inspected premises offered by tender. On 
6 M arch they selected the house of M rs M ary Reibey (an ex convict turned 
businesswoman) in M acquarie Place with terms of a two year lease at a 
rental of £150 per annum. 


On8 April 1817 the Bank of N ew South Wales opened for business at 10am. 
One hundred ten shillings notes were issued on the first day. In accordance 
with a decision recorded in the bank's minutes of that day, all notes were made 
payable to '|.Lee or bearer’. It should be noted that J ohn Lee is listed in the 
Colonial Secretary Index 1788-1825 as being rewarded from the Police Fund 
for £10-0-0 on 10 February 1816 as 'a reward for himself...[for] catching 
two horses belonging to Assistant Surgeon Redfern' who was a founding 
director of the bank. It was two years before M acquariereplied to the advice 
from London, by which time the bank was a proven success, forcing it in 
1822 to move to new and larger premises on George Street. 


W ith a vision of thefuture, faith in the colony and thesupport of the public, 
M acquarie had established a great Australian enterprise, confident it would 
providethesolution to the currency problem in the colony. After concluding 
his service as governor, M acquarie regarded the Bank of N ew South Wales as 
his chief financial accomplishment, referring to it in a letter to Lord Bathurst 
as 'the saving of the colony from ruin’. Indeed, the immediate impact of the 
new bank extended beyond N ew South Wales - The Bank of Van Diemen's 
Land was modelled after the original charter and opened in 1824. Today 
the Bank of N ew South Wales continues operation after merging with the 
Commercial Bank of Australia Limited on 1 October 1982, becoming 
Westpac Banking Corporation.

H e was elected to the board of the Bank 
of N ew South Wales in 1822 and again in 1828. He was one of the largest 
shareholders at the time.

H edied in 1838 at theageof about sixty, leaving 
a personal estate of £250,000 and an annual income from his Sydney rentals 
in excess of £10,000.

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The year 1893 was the most disastrous year in Australia's financial history. 
The problems that came about that year had been building up over the 
previous decade. In both Sydney and especially M elbourne there had been 
increasingly wild speculation in land, the price of which had risen in an 
astronomical fashion. On the 3rd December 1891, theM etropolitan Bank of 
M elbourne closed its doors and went into liquidation. T his set off a series of 
chain reactions throughout Australia. A climax was reached in M elbourneat 
theend of April 1893 when fourteen of the leading banks suspended payment. 
Only two banks remained open all this time, The Bank of Australasia and 
the Union Bank, two other banks remained open except for a day or two 
(Bank of NSW and the Royal Bank). 


Prior to thecrises there had been twenty-eight banking and finance companies 
listed on the M elbourne Stock Exchange and only those banks noted above 
passed through the crises without suspension. Six other banks managed to 
sort out their affairs or were reconstructed. The remaining twenty or so 
were liquidated. Trade and commerce was shattered and there were many 
public scandals. 


The City of Melbourne Bank had been founded in 1873 and it grew 
rapidly, taking over a couple of smaller banks, such as theJ oint Stock Bank 
of Victoria. It prospered and was regarded as a pillar of the M elbourne 
Establishment. It was suspended on 17 M ay 1893 and an attempt was made 
to reconstruct it and re-open on June 19 (notes were overprinted with this 
date as was this note), and it lingered on for a few weeks but it failed again, 
finally closing its doors on 7 August 1895. The second and final closure of 
The City of M elbourne Bank marked the end of an era.

James Kelly (1791 - 1859), sealer, pilot and harbourmaster, born in 
Parramatta, travelled extensively including some of discovery, including 
circumnavigation of Van Diemen's Land, and discovery of Port Davey and 
M acquarie H arbour. H e was appointed as pilot and harbourmaster on the 
Derwent and later as pilot he was engaged in whaling and with additional 
land ownership, became an important citizen in H obart. 


H e suffered some personal and shipping losses in the 1830s, the period of 
these cheque forms, and by the 1840s with the depression his losses were 
heavy forcing him to assign his property to creditors.

This is a reference to the famous Zhang Tang a native of Du who lived 
towards the end of the Han Dynasty. He supervised the construction of 
Emperor Wu's mausoleum. He ascended through the ranks to palace 
counsellor. Working with Zhao Yu, Zhang Tang increased the severity of 
the laws to prevent officials abusing their power. When dealing with those 
from prominent families, he had a habit of twisting the law to ensure that 
they were proven guilty, but often asked the Emperor for leniency in the 
cases of those from humble backgrounds, with the result that many in the 
latter category were spared. Around 121 BC, a combination of foreign 
military operations and domestic disaster from flood and drought left the 
government treasury empty. Under the direction of the Emperor, Zhang 
Tang arranged for the minting of new currency and the nationalisation of 
the salt and iron industries, which had hitherto been in the hands of wealthy 
merchants. At the height of his career, he garnered such respect that his 
discourses on fiscal policy would receive the Emperor's undivided attention 
and on one occasion was the recipient of a personal visit by the Emperor to 
his sickbed. Horse charms were an important feature of the Sung dynasty 
looking back to famous battles and individual horses as well as significant 
events in earlier dynasties.

The sea battle of St Vincent was fought off the coast of Portugal between 
fifteen British and twenty eight Spanish 'Ships of the Line’ in M arch 1797. 
Despite the odds against them, the British under Admiral Sir John Jervis won 
a decisive victory that gave them much better access to the M editerranean. 
N elson played a major part of the action however accompanying the fleet of 
battle ships were seven relatively unheralded frigates and sloops as support 
ships. On board the smallest sloop, the HM S Raven, served a young sailor 
named Thomas Potter Cooke, 3rd Class, an eleven year old whose duties 
during battle included carrying gunpowder from the magazine to the gun 
positions. 


Thomas Potter (Tippy) Cooke was born in 1786, theson of a surgeon. When 
his father died in 1796 theten year old Thomas volunteered for servicein the 
Royal N avy and was soon serving on HM S Raven a newly commissioned 
sloop. The next year he found himself in the action at St Vincent. After this 
battle, Admiral Sir John J ervis (now Earl St Vincent) transferred his flag to a 
newly commissioned gun ship, Villede Paris. Coincidentally the young sailor, 
T P Cooke, also transferred to the same ship. In M arch 1802 there was a 
pause in the war after the British accepted N apoleon's offer of conditional 
peace. During this period of quiet, young Thomas took the opportunity to 
gain his release from naval service and by 1804 had embarked on a new 
career as an actor. 


He was soon very popular with the audiences in the theatres of the day 
such as Covent Garden and the Surrey, particularly his rendition of nautical 
themes what with his athletic six foot frame and naval experience behind him. 
M eanwhile, after many years of discussion, a N aval General Service M edal 
was finally authorized by Q ueen Victoria in 1847 to beissued to survivors at 
that date for various actions between 1793 and 1840. Of those involved in 
the Battle of St Vincent only 348 claimants were registered and of the total 
of 121 crew on board the Raven, only Thomas Cooke was listed to receive 
the N aval General Service M edal with clasp St Vincent. 


Thomas Cooke's acting career prospered into his seventies. D uring his career 
on the stage he portrayed the lead in The Life of N elson, Cpt Van Decken in 
the Flying Dutchman and created the monster in the original version of M ary 
Shelley's famous Frankenstein. In 1857 he appeared in a series of short plays 
in aid of Actors' Benefit organized by Charles Dickens. Cooke passed away 
in 1864 at the age of 78 and a prominent theatre critic of the day described 
him as 'The best sailor that ever trod the stage.'

M ost volunteers to the Australian Volunteer Hospital which was 
raised in England were not Australians but rather from British or other 
Commonwealth countries. 


Dr Frederick O loff Fehrsen, born at M iddelburg, Eastern Cape, South Africa, 
into a family of medical practitioners was raised at Somerset East where he 
attended Gill College. He then advanced to Stellenbosch University for a 
year and lived with his uncle, Professor John M arais. In 1911 he went to 
London to undertake his medical training at London H ospital. 


W hen war broke out in 1914 he interrupted his training when he joined the 
Royal Army M edical Corps as an NCO and volunteered for service with 
the Australian Volunteer H ospital. After two years he returned to London 
H ospital to complete his training and qualified as M .R.C.S (Eng.), L.R.C.P. 
(Lond.) in 1916. After completing the required resident appointments he 
then joined the Royal N avy as Surgeon-Lieutenant. H e served on the South 
Atlantic Patrol for the remainder of the war and returned to South Africa 
in 1919. 


H e was appointed Port H ealth Officer in Cape Town and soon after was in 
general practice at Beaufort West until 1925. H ethen returned to CapeTown 
as Port Health Officer and from then on devoted his life to public medical 
service. H e qualified for a Diploma of Public H ealth at Cape Town University 
and was appointed to the position of District Surgeon, Cape Town for three 
years. H ewas then appointed Assistant H ealth Officer for the Union, holding 
this position at Pretoria for about a year after which he resumed his former 
post of District Surgeon, Cape Town. During the period of this appointment 
he was Lecturer in M edical J urisprudence at the University of Cape Town. 
In 1931 he was appointed Assistant M.O.H. for the City of Cape Town, 
succeeding as M.O.H. in 1944, a position he held until his retirement in 
1952. For the eight year period that he was M .O.H. he also held the part- 
time position of Professor of Public H ealth at the University of Cape Town 
and after his retirement was appointed Emeritus Professor. 


Dr Fehrsen distinguished himself in epidemiological research. Two important 
areas of public health work that he was ableto haveimplemented during his 
tenure were the introduction into Cape Town of compulsory pasteurization 
of the public milk supply and the establishment of the Central Dental Clinic 
where under-privileged persons of any race, sex or age could receive dental 
services free or within their means. After retiring from municipal service, 
Dr Fehrsen worked successfully for a number of years on the medical staff 
of the Valkenberg M ental Hospital, Cape Town right up until he became 
seriously ill. He was an active member of the M edical Association of South 
Africa and also a keen sportsman in rugby, cricket, golf and athletics in 
which he distinguished himself. 


Dr Fehrsen died on 24 June 1958 at Rondebosch and M owbray Cottage 
Hospital, Rosebank, Cape, after a short illness. His funeral service was 
conducted at St Saviour's, Claremont and at the Crematorium, M aitland.

On the 
morning of 25th September 1917, Lieut. Collie was leading a convoy of 
pack mules up the H ooge Road when a largeammunition dump near H ooge 
caught fire, effectually stopping all traffic. By making a hazardous detour, 
however, he passed the place and took his ammunition to within about 1000 
yards of the front line. Although his horse had been blown from under him 
and hehimself badly shaken, hereturned to H oogefor another supply. After 
suffering several casualties in men and animals he was forced to desist. In the 
evening an urgent message from the 15th Australian Infantry Brigade stated 
that all dumpsin their area had been blown up. Transport was turned out and 
Lieut. Collie again led them. H e got through to the Brigade dump, returned 
twice to H ooge, loaded up again, and carried the ammunition forward. 


On the evening of 27th September, in leading a similar party forward from 
H ooge, nine men and a good many mules became casualties on the first 
trip. Despite this, Lieut. Collie and his men returned to H ooge for a second 
supply which they took to the Brigade dump. 


His courage, energy and devotion to duty are deserving of special 
recognition.

In a letter date 15 September 1943 the RAAF wrote: 'On 12th, September, 
1943, your son was rear gunner of an aircraft attacking Gasmata in daylight. 
The aircraft was seen to make its attack by the pilot of an accompanying 
aircraft, Flying Officer P.C.Gunson, and appeared to leave the target area 
in anormal manner. H owever, on the return trip, F/O Gunson encountered 
the aircraft flying on one engine and losing height approximately 30 miles 
out from Gasmata. The pilot gave a call saying his aircraft had been shot up 
and that he was about to make a forced landing on the water. 


The pilot carried out a most skillful landing and F/O Gunson observed 
all three members of the crew climb into the dinghy as the aircraft sank. 
They all appeared quite sound in body and there is no reason to believe 
that they suffered injury in any way. Chances of affecting a rescue when so 
far from base are remote and every effort expended by us proved fruitless. 
It is estimated that the dingy would have drifted onto the shores of N ew 
Britain within 24 hours and provided they landed where the J aps are not 
in occupation they will have moved into the jungle and will have every 
chance of escape.’ 


A later letter from the Casualty Section, Department of Air dated 8 J anuary 
1946 advised: 'A report has been received from an officer of theA.I.F., who 
was liberated from a] apanese Prisoner of War Camp at Rabaul that he saw 
your son and four other airmen at Rabaul in M arch 1944. 
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The report continues that the Prisoner of War Camp was destroyed by 
bombing on 5 March 1944, and the Allied Prisoners were confined into a 
tunnel for a few days.

In 288 BC, Lysimachos and Pyrrhos of Epiros launched a joint invasion 
of M acedon, which was then held by Demetrios! Poliorketes, and divided 
the country between themselves. Lysimachos controlled the eastern half, 
containing the strategically important mint of Amphipolis, which soon 
became his principal mint for tetradrachms. The output of the mint was 
huge, with many new issues still being discovered today. It remained under 
his control until his death in 281 BC.

After the defeat of Perseus at the battle of Pydna in 168 BC, the Romans 
divided M acedonia into four separate autonomous administrative regions 
(merides), the first (PRWTES) lay east of the Strymon with its capital at 
Amphipolis, the second (DEUT ERAS) between the Strymon and A xios with 
its capital at Thessalonica, the third between the Axios and Peneos with its 
capital at Pella, and the fourth included most of Upper M acedonia with its 
capital at H eraclea Lynci. Livy informs us that initially all commerce between 
the regions, exploitation of the silver and gold mines and the importation 
of salt were forbidden. Almost all the coinage of this period is struck in the 
name of the first region and runs parallel to the mass coinages of Thasos 
and M aroneia from about 158 BC. No silver is known from the third and 
fourth regions, and only asmall number of raretetradrachms from the second 
region. These four regions only lasted until 148 BC when the country was 
finally united to constitute a Roman Province and proceeded to issue coins 
under the authority of its legatus pro praetore.

Thestaters of the Boiotian Confederacy of the 4th Century are well known 
to numismatists. These staters, struck on the Aiginetic standard, bear on 
the obverse the usual Boeotian shield and on the reverse an amphora, with 
the addition of magistrate names and, on occasion, vines hanging from the 
handles or extra symbols above the amphora. Although the coins do not bear 
the mark of an issuing city, Thebes, as hegemon of the Boeoetian Confederacy, 
was the most likely responsible authority. In his study of the series, "The 
4th Century BC M agistrate Coinage of the Boiotian Confederacy," in 
N umismatica Khronika (1998), Robert Hepworth identified 45 (two are 
uncertain) different magistrates and 97 separate varieties. The series begins 
in the early years of the fourth century and ends in 335 B.C., when the city 
was razed by Alexander theGreat. Through an intensive die study, H epworth 
has been able to identify the internal order of this series although an absolute 
chronology still remains to be determined. The actual identities of most 
of the magistrates remain obscure. H owever, the magistrate abbreviated 
as EPPA or EPAM has been identified as the historical Epaminondas (see 
"Epaminondas' Coinage," in Proceedings of the 10th International Congress 
of Numismatics, [London 1986, pp. 35-40]), who, at the battle of Leuctra 
in 371 BC, successfully led the Boiotians against the invading Spartan army, 
thus ending nearly 300 years of Spartan military supremacy. Epaminondas 
met his death in 362 at the battle of M antinea. H epworth in describing 
the series noted 1700 examples recorded from all the sources found over 
a period of 25 years of researching. The series is divided into four major 
groups with sub-divisions within. It is established by die-links and hoard 
evidence of the approximate order of issue. The series appears to have an 
annual change of magistrates.

The Asyut hoard suggests the chronology to be 500/490-480 B.C. Much 
has been written on this early coinage since Samuel M illbank published 
‘The Coinage of Aegina’ in 1924.

Reputed to be the birthplace of Asklepios, the god of healing, Epidauros 
was established as that god's sanctuary. There, the Asklepeion, or temple 
dedicated to him, became the most celebrated healing center of the Classical 
world, and the place to which theill traveled for relief. A massive complex, 
it contained shrines, healing mineral springs, and dormitories. The central 
feature of the site was the enkoimitiria, a large sleeping hall, where the 
ill would spend the night. The dreams they dreamed while there were 
subsequently interpreted as the god's advice for the recovery of their health. 
The site also included a large theater for ritualistic performances. Admired 
by Pausanias, the theatre remains the best-preserved building of its type 
from the Classical world.

T hese half shekels were issued from 126 BCE (Before Common Era) to the 
time of the First J ewish War in 69-70 CE (Common Era) on avery consistent, 
yearly basis. The Jewish people had to pay an annual tax to theJ erusalem 
Temple that was only payable in the money of Tyre. The shekels and half 
shekels of Tyre were widely available in the region and were well known 
for their good silver content and accurate weight. When Jewish pilgrims 
came to the Jerusalem Temple from other parts of the Greek and Roman 
world, they found money changers set up in the temple court competitively 
advertising exchange rates for the locally accepted Shekels. The method of 
advertising was a loud voice. It was this loud commercial activity that J esus 
found offensive, when he threw over the tables of the merchants and expelled 
them from the Temple. The half shekel tribute was the amount every J ewish 
male over the age of 20 was obliged to pay.

Juba Il was born about 50 BC, the son of King J uba of Numidia who lost 
his kingdom and his life following Caesar's victory over the Pompeians at 
Thapsus (46 BC). The child was brought to Rome to adorn the dictator's 
triumph and then remained in the capital where he received a good education 
and was later granted Roman citizenship. During this time he becamea close 
friend of Octavian who was thirteen years his senior. In 25 BC Octavian, 
now Rome's first emperor under the name of Augustus, granted his friend 
Juba the North African Kingdom of M auretania which had been annexed 
by the Romans following the death of Bocchus III in 33. About five years 
later Juba Il married the 20-year-old Cleopatra Selene, daughter of M ark 
Antony and Queen Cleopatra VII of Egypt, who had been brought up by the 
emperor's sister, O ctavia, following her parents' suicide in Alexandria in 30 
BC.

In commemoration of this event the fetes called 
Q uinquatrus M inusculae were celebrated yearly at Rome on the 13th J une, 
at which those that took part in them wore masks.

The joint emperors Pupienus and Balbinus reintroduced the double 
denarius or antoninianus denomination, which had been discontinued by 
Elagabalus two decades earlier. Whatever their motives in so doing, this 
proved to be an act of momentous consequence, for the new coin rapidly 
drove out of circulation the silver denarius, which had been the mainstay 
of the currency system for the past 450 years. The issue of antoniniani by 
both rulers concentrated exclusively on the theme of harmony between the 
Augusti, an expression of hope rather than a commemoration of the true 
state of affairs.
